I appreciate your understanding of the need to protect 
the identities of certain intelligence officers and thank you 
for your support. I have said publicly and privately that 
while I feel much of our information could be made available 
to the Congress and to the public without restriction, there 
is a very pressing need to protect information involving 
intelligence sources and methods, including the identities 
of certain intelligence officers, which is truly sensitive. 

I am hopeful that the Congress and the Executive Branch 
will address this latter need when more precise guidelines 
are established for the Intelligence Community.
